Still, it is just possible that an 
improvement in quality may result, as pack- 
ers will now know that the salable character 
of their goods will largely depend on the pro- 
tection afforded by a reputation in regard to

Tue Mahone movement has broken out in 
South Carolina, and it promises soon be- 
come epidemic. Judge J. T. Mackey has the 
honor of leading the way. He was until 1876 
a Republican, but joined the Democratic 
party in the campaign which resulted in the 
election of Hampton as Governor, and was 
himself made a State Judge by the Legisia- 
ture.

“As long,” said 
Judge Mackey, as the race issue is injected 
Into political campaigns and the draw- 
ing of party lines continues, making 
it almost criminal for men to ern 
press their political sentiments, just 
so long will Northern men and Northern 
capital shun the soll of South Carolina.“ 
He desired to see, so far as State issues were 
concerned, “ party lines done away with and 
political strifes and dissensions ended“; 
and he wanted to see the day when any 
man, black or white, Northerner or South- 
erner, could come into the State and express 
his sentiments without the upprehension of 
fear to person or property.” Judge Mackey’s 
speech might not have been remarkable in 


Uselt but for the fact that it was followed by 


similar utterances on the part of represent- 
ative white Democrats—the Intendant of the 
Town, an ex-School Commissioner who had 
been notorious as a bulldozer, a State Sena- 
tor, a Representative, and other local politi- 
cians, all white and inen of standing in the 
community.

STREETS THAT SHOULD BE PAVED. 

Less than a week ago the people of Chicago 
were wallowing in mire. There was mud 
everywhere. The pedestrian on the side- 
walk was spattered with mud from the 
passing vehicles. The street-crossings were 
lost to sight under the accumulation of filth. 
It was not possible to step from a street-car 
without plunging into mud up to the ankles. 
Driving was very much like taking a mud- 
bath. Yet yesterday, after a short cold spell, 
followed by a somewhat high wind, all the 
mud had been converted into dust, which 
filled the eyes, throat, and nostrils of every- 
body who was on the street. This Chicago 
dust has a peculiar power of penetration and 
adhesion. It makes its way through closed 
windows and settles down upon garments, 
goods, furniture, curtains, carpets, and 
books. Itdefiles everything it touehes. It is 
no respecter of person or property. It leaves 
a blotch on the fairest of faces. It defies 
goggies. It compels people to regret the 
mud which was but lately lamented. In 
one word, Chicago is constantly afflict- 
ed with a succession of mud and 
dust, and each in turn seems to be more try- 
ing and exasperating than the other. This 
condition of things will last just as long as 
only afew of our streets are properly im- 
proved, and the mud and dust are dragged 
from the unimproved streets to the paved 
thoroughfares. 

This is a matter to which the Common 
Council must give its attention without 
further delay. Our City Fathers can find no 
excuse for neglecting it any longer. They 
are now paid for the services which they are 
supposed to render the community. The sum 
of $3 a session is not princely remuneration, 
but it is enough to enable the Aldermen, who 
are usually engaged in some other business, 
to steer clear of jobs and give their honest 
attention to the most obvious requirements 
of public health and comfort. Chicago as a 
city is no longer in its swaddling clothes. It 
is not becoming in this overgrown child to 
wander about half naked, or wearing 
a dirty apron. It is time that Chicago, 
with a population of more than half a 
million, and business and enterprise far be- 
yond that figure, should be provided with 
the decencies and conveniences of city life. 
It will cost some money to make the changes 
necessary to a high-toned metropolitan 
career, but the money will be well exvended 
and bringin ample returns. The improve- 
ments cannot longer be delayed without re- 
tarding the growth and impairing the pros- 
perity of the city. It will be unprofitable to 
permit Chicago to gain a reputation as a 
place to make money which should be taken 
somewhere else forenjoyment; We have all 
the attributes of a metropolis except good 
streets, and it is time these were provided. 

The Common * should lay out at 
once a comprehensive scheme of street Im- 
provements, It should start out with the 
conviction that it is essential to the continued 
growth and prosperity of this city that every 
thoroughfare, every cross-street, and every 
alley lying within the district bounded by 
the lake on the east, Halsted street on the 
west, Twenty-second street on the south, and 
Chicago avenue on the north should be 
paved as soon as possible in keeping with 
the kind and extent of the travel. Ordinances 
should be passed to provide for such im- 
provements. They should be passed now in 
order that the improvements may be begun 
early in the spring and prosecuted vigorous- 
ly to the end. There should be no omissions 
or exceptions. The pavements should not be 
uniform, but governed by the character of 
the streets. On the streets devoted to whole- 
sale business, warehouses, railway depots, 
docks, and heavy teaming the paving should 
be of stone blocks. It must come to this 
sooner or later, and the sooner the stone- 
block pavement is accepted for the streets 
used constantly by trucksand heavy teaming 
the more economical! it will be for the prop- 
erty-owners who bear the cost of the im- 
provement. On the main thoroughfares 
where there is an average of heavy team- 
ing and light vehicles the cedar block 
pavement, properly and honestly put down, 
is the most desirable. The cross-streets, 
devoted almost entirely to residences and 
traveled but little, may be made of macadam 
or broken stone with a top-dressing of gravel. 
There must be judgment and discrimination 
in determining the kind ot pavement for the 
different streets, but pavements of some 
kind should be ordered for all of them. 

There could be no more favorable time 
than the present for beginning the general 
system of street improvements which we 
recommend so strongly. Chicago will not 
be able to endure the present streets longer 
than next spring; the break-up after winter 
will make them well nigh impassable. ‘The 
owners of property are now in excellent cou- 
dition, as a rule, to bear the cost of the pro- 
posed improvements. Business haa been 
active and profits good during the past 
two years; the salaried and wage classes 
generally are receiving more pay; the 
operators in real estate have  real- 
ized sufficient on the rise in property 
to be prepared for some outlay. Moreover, 
the expenditure of every dollar per front 
foot for paving will add at least $10 per foot 
to the value of the property thus improved. 
Rents will be better and firmer by reason of 
the improved conditions of the streets. But 
no partial policy will succeed or serve the 
end in view. It is necessary that all the 
streets within the district we have described 
shall be put into first-class condition. If 
half of them, or even a few of them here and 
there, be permitted to remain elongated 
mudholes, there will be no escape from the 
curse of alternate mud and dust. It will 
never be possible to keep the streets of Chi- 
cago half-way clean so long as dirt is con- 
stantly being dragged upon the paved streets 
from those which remain unpaved. 

What Alderman will take the lead in this 
project and bring it before the Council with a 
determination to command prompt atten- 
tion? There isa future for such a man in 


this city.

If more ministers With this view of the 
province and performances of the dail; press 
existed it would be better for them, for they 
would find if they only divested themselves 


powerful allies, and that even in spite of 
their aversion it is doing missionary work 
for them all the time in enligiftening people, 
in presenting to them an immense va- 
riety of useful religious reading, in 
cheapening knowledge, and in present- 
ing to them the opinions and find- 
ings of great scholars in the religious 
as weil as the intellectual world. Not only 
this, but they would find it of value to them- 
selves in making them better acquainted 
with the great public, and better able to 
grapple with the evil in the world. The 
colduess is all on one side. The press is not 
hostile tg the clergy; on the contrary it is 
friendiy, and the proof of it may be found in 
the large space it devotes to aid them and to 
help their work and to the general progress 
of true religion throughout the world. By 
coming into closer and more friendly rela- 
tions to the press, the spheres of influence of 
the clergy would be greatly increased and 
the burden of their labor would be much 
lessened. 
2 —— 
MORE POLICEMEN-—aN INCREASE 
SALOON LICENSES. 

Tue Tam again appeals to the Mayor 
and City Council to interpose their authority 
and increase the police force of the city. The 
population of Chicago has increased 12 per 
cent since the census of June, 1880, and the 
police force of the city has not been in- 
creased for years. The whole forcein 1876 
was 513, in 1880-81 it was 583. This iugludes 
rank and file, from Superintendent down to 
stationkeeper. It includes all the men em- 
ployed at street-crossings, atall the station- 
houses, at all the bridges and depots arid 
other public places, and these and the officers 
being withdrawn, the remainder is divided 
into three forces, which are on duty alter- 
nately as patrolmen. 

The districts have become so large that it 
is impossible for an officer to get over half 
of them during his time on duty, and the 
men are so far distant from assistance that it 
is no longer safe for a patrolman to go alone 
through many of the districts. It is no longer 
safe for pedestrians to traverse the streets at 
night; men are knocked down anywhere on 
the West Side between the river and Union 
Park, and personsin the South Division are 
habitualy pillaged, while North Clark street 
is hardly any safer than Bileravenue. Gangs 
of ruffians are to be found in all parts of the 
city who treat with contempt the weak ef- 
forts of the inadequate police fofce, and the 
daring patrolman who tries to do his duty 
is unhesitatingly shot down, and the as- 
sasins invariably escape. It is a com- 
mon everyday occurrence for ladies to 
be assaulted on the streets, and their 
pocketbooks or satchels forcibly taken from 
them. All this immunity to crime is the 
direct and immediate result of the weakness 
of the police force. An active force of 150 
men on duty at a time is utterly inadequate 
for the protection of life and property ina 
city of the wide area and population of Chi- 
cago, 

Chicago wants now, today, and at all times, 
at least 200 additional policemen, and even a 
greater number than that could find dili- 
gent employment. No person knows this 
better than Mayor Harrison, Chief Me- 
Garigle, and the members of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation, Every taxpayer and every reputable 
citizen is aware of the deficiency, and this 
lamentable state of affairs is also thoroughly 
known and appreciated by the gangs of 
murderous thieves and burglars who make 
this city their headquarters, 

The only rational excuse given for this neg- 
lect of duty by the Council and Mayor is the 
want of money—an insufficiency of revenue 
to meet the increase of expenditure. Tur 
TRIBUNE has repeatedly shown that this 
insufficiency of revenue is wholly due to the 
unwillingness to collect it, and toa moral 
cowardice that is wholly unpardonable, The 
revenue is availabie if the Mayor and Coun- 
eil will impose the day of collecting it. 
There are 3,500 saloons in the city; these 
pay a license of $52 a year, an aggregate of 
about $182,000. This license fee was fixed in 
1855, more than twenty-six years ago, and 
when the city had about 65,000 population, or 
that of one or two wards at present. This 
small license rate has never since been in- 
creased, though the population and liquor 
business of the city have doubled several 
times. At that time the fees from saloon 
licenses were nearly if not quite equal to 
the cost of maintaining a police force. Itis 
now wholly insufficient to pay one-half the 
cost of the present force. 

It is universally conceded that the saloon- 
license rate in this city is wholly dispro- 
portioned to the privileges and the business 
enjoyed by the saloonkeepers. The majority 
of the saloonkeepers admit this, and will 
gladly codperate with the Mayor and Council 
in increasing the rates. Tur Tunern has 
urged the Council to discriminate between 
the classes of licenses issued to retailers of 
liquor, and has proposed that these licenses 
be fixed at the following rates: 

I. Licenses for the exclusive sale of beer, 
wine, and cigars, $ 2. Licenses for the 
sale of tobacco all kinds of liquor, in- 
cluding beer, $200. This change of license 
rates would probably have the effect of re- 
ducing the number of licensed establish- 
ments to 3,000, and the revenue from which 
would be proportioned about as follows: 
1,500 beer licenses, $150,000; 1,500 other 
licenses, $300,000; or a total of $450,000, an 
inerease of $270,000, and an increase equal to 
the pay of 230 additional patrolmen with 
their proper officers, It is a mistake to as- 
sume that this increase of rates of license 
would permanently drive any great propor- 
tion of the saloonkeepers out of the busi- 
ness, We have allowed for the withdrawal of 
one-seventh, but that would only be tempo- 
rary. The profits of the business are simply 
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City Council for various reasons. The city

rates is the only practicable means whereby 
the city can obtain the revenue with which 
to hire and pay the sorely-needed additional 
policemen, Three-fourths of the saloon- 
keevers will themselves sustain and support 
the increase in license rates. 

The entire population, men, women, and 
children, not belonging to the criminal 
classes or engaged in the saloon business, 
will approve and applaud the change. 

Every taxpayer and property-owner, and 
every citizen interested in the protection of 
life and in the preservation of peace and or- 
der in the city will approve the increase, 
Fifty thousand persons residing in the dis- 
tricts where a policeman hardly ever is able 
to reach will applaud it, and 400,000 other 
persons residing in ali other parts of the city 
will cordially thank the Mayor and Council 
for such a measure, 

Mayor Harrison has shown himself to be 
in many things a man of courage. He has 
claimed to have the nerve to do anything 
which he considers right and necessary. He 
can furnish the additional police only after 
obtaining additional revenue, and he can 
only obtain that needed revenue by an in- 
crease of the rate of saloon licenses. With 
nine-tenths of the people of the city—of both 
parties and of all parties—appealing to him 
for this measure, will he not again show his 
courage by defying the demagogs who may 
threaten him with the saloonkeepers’ re- 
venge ? He need fear nothing of the kind. 
If opposed hereafter for such a measure, the 
whole public will rally to his support, with- 
out division of party, for his manly respect 
for the public wants and necessities, 
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The Rev. Boggs and the Bev. Nehe- 
miah, 

We have not the pleasure and honor of the 
acquaintanceof the Rev. William E. Boggs. But 
having read, pondered, and inwardly digested 
his remarkabie paper in the International Review 
in reply to “ Mr. Atkinson on the Solid South.“ 
we fully realiz# that there is one man in the 
world who does not know that slavery has been 
abolished in the United States, and that that 
man is the Rev. Boggs. The Rev. Boggs’ 
paper, is a beautiful paper on the veauties of 
human bondage. He speaks of the slavery ré- 
gime as the golden period ot American his- 
tory,’ and boasts of Clay, aud Marshall, and Pat- 
rick Henry, and the other great men of the 
South as products of the peculiar institution. 
He declares that under the slavery régime pov- 
erty was an honor, and quotes from Mr. Justice 
Haskell, pt the Supreme Court of South Caro- 
lina, to prove that the Southern college student 
“ who paid his boarding bills and tuition by ring- 
ing the bell was always selected for 
his known owortn.” I President Lin- 
coln had been made acquainted with 
this fact he would probably have hesitated 
long before issuing bis Emancipavon Prociama- 
tion. Why, alias! why did not the Rev. Boggs 
inform Mr. Lincoln that the Northern college 
student who paid bis bearding bill and tuition 
by ringing the bell was always selected, not for 
his known worth,“ as at the South, but merely 
because it was presumed that he would attend 
well to the duty of ringing the bell? 

But the chief beauty of the Rev. Boggs’ de- 
fense of slavery consists in the fact that he de- 
fends it out of the mouths of New Engiand 
statesmen and divines. He says nothing about 
Mr. Webster's reply to Hayne, but quotes lib- 
erally from his famous th of March speech, re- 
murking casually in passing that that speech is 
“ generally considered the masterpiece of Mr. 
Webster's life.” If the institution of slavery 
had been preserved in consequence of 
Mr. Webster's speech on the ith of 
Maroh, 1850, it might well have deen 
consi@ered his masterplece.“ But that speech 
baving ruined Mr. Webster's political prospects 
forever, and the institution of slavery having 
subsequently perished, it seems to be stretching 
the pointto assume its masterpieceship. But, 
assuming that the Rev. Boggs does not know 
that sla very has been abolished, his theory 
that Mr. Webster's fame rests upon his 7th of 
March speech becomes rational. Indeed, it is 
plain from the entire paper that the Rev. Boggs 
thinks the institution of slavery in the South is 
still on trial, and that it is his duty to show that 
on the whole it is better Jor mankind than free- 
dom. He admits that on the subject of inven- 
tions the North is in advance of the South, 
but gets in a good counter to the claim 
that 
of merit on that dead by the assertion that 
“the South gave to the Nurth the chief inventor 
of agricultural machinery—Mr. Cyrus H. Mo- 
Cormick of Chicago.“ Ot course everybody 
but the Rev. Boggs knows that Mr. McCormick 
didn’t invent his reaper, but of what conse- 
quence is that? He owns it, and he was born in 
Virginia, where, it seems, be dida't care to live 


with the institution of slavery. 


The Rev. Boggs proves that ostracism was 
never practiced at the Sout® by calling to the 
witness-stand a “ biessed old man of the name 
of Warner—Judge Hiram Warner, “a noble son 
of Massachusetts, who for about half a centu- 
ry wore the judicial ermine (in Georgia) without 
spot or smuroh.” “Fixing his luminous eyes 
on the Rev. Boggs, the *“ blessed old man re- 
futed the charge that “men of influence at the 
South were unfriendly to poor young men of 
merit.“ “1 was a poor young man of merit from 
New England,“ exclaimed the biessed oid man as 
he beamed with his luminous eyes upon the Rev. 
Boggs. I came to Georgia with only 45 cents 
in my pocket, added the biessed old man with 
luminous eyes, and the men of Georgia took 
me by the hand and “ seut me to the Legisiature 
dhe youngest man in that body: they made 
me Judge of the Superior Court—“ the youngest 
man ou the bench.“ And 1 was not the man to 
suppress an bonest conviction because it did not 
find favor with others. Ostraciam indeed,” con- 
cluded the blessed old man. I am a juminous- 
eyed example of Southern liberality and tolera- 
tion during the goidea period of the slavery 
régime.” 

The Rev. Boggs introduces Mr. Lunt, of Boston, 
to prove that slavery elevated the African race, 
who cites Mrs. Stowe's » Uncie Tom "—“ a civil- 
ized man and a noble Christian, as a breathing 
evidence that slavery in the South bas done won- 
ders for the negro.”” We have made Christians 
of the slaves—half a million at least,“ exclaims 
the Rev. Boggs, “and thus more heathens have 
been Christianized in the South than by all the 
missionary efforts of the Protestant world else- 
where.” He might have added: “And we have 
bleached their skins as well as their souls; but 
this he indignantly denies. Mr. Lunt is a man 
after the Kev. Boggs’ own heurt. He quotes him 
assaying: They [the negroes) are & happy, 
careless, unrefiecting, good-natured race, who, 
left to themselves, would degenerate into drones 
or brutes.” .. . “Comparod wit the ague- 
smitten and suffering settiers, that you and I 
have seen in Onio, or the sickly and starved 
operatives we read of in factories and mines, 
these Southerm slaves sre indeed to be envied.” 
“Ia short,” concludes Mr. Lunt, “ these ‘ nig- 
gers’ are the happiest people I have ever seen.“ 

The Kev. Boges, however, reserves bis 
„biggest gun for a last shot at the enemy—Dr. 
Nehemiah Adams, of Boston. Dr. Adams was 
“a devotional writer and scholarly preacher of 
& kindred spirit with Jonathan Edwards,” 
“who,” the Rev. Boggs reniinda Mr. Atkinson, 
** bids fair to live when we are forgotten.” The 
Rev. Adams embodied his views of the charms 
and beauties of slavery in “a little volume” 
published In 1864. From this “littie volume” 
the Rev. Boggs selects a lot of gems which tend 
to elevate the Rev. Adams to an immortality of 
fame, and to prove conclusively to the mind of 
the Rev. Boggs that slavery never, never ought 
to have been gbolished. 

The Liev. Nehemiakh’s pious soul was filled 
with gloomy forebodings at the thought of wit- 
nessing the horrors of slavery as he approached 
the Sunny South; for be had been aa opponent 


the North is entitled to everything - 
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‘Now York!” As the Rev. 


slavery.” He saw so much peace, content, and 
happiness that he pitied everybody on earth but 
the Southern slave. Hear bim: 

in broadcioth suits, well- att ing and nicely-ironed 
fine shirts, polished boots, loves, umbrellas for 
su the best of hats, their young men 
with their blue coats and bright buttons, in the 
latest style, white Marseilles vests, white panta- 
loons, brooches in their shirt-bosoms, gold 
chains, elegant sticks, and some old meu lean- 
ing on their ivory and silver beaded staves, as 
respectabie in their attire as any who that day 
went to the house of God, was more than I was 
prepared to see.. 

Rev. Nebemiab. It is to be regretted that the 
Mussacbusetts man of God had not described 
the masters of these dandy slaves in the act of 
ironing those “ weil-fitting fine shirts,” or pol- 
ishing their boots, or brushmg the nap of 
those “best of date the right way. 
This would have completed the picture of 
quality between master and slave. We beg 
pardon of the Rev. Boggs and the Rev. Nehe- 
miah for alluding to the colored people held 
to service’ as siaves, After the Rev. Nehemian 
bad seen them in “ broadcloth suits,” eto. he 
could not call them slaves. “ But I was soon 
unable to use the word myself in conversation 
after seeing them in Sabbath dress, and as my 
hearers, and in families, their appearance and 
condition in so great a proportion making the 
idea counected with the word slaves. incompat- 
ible with the impressions received from them.” 
The Rev. Nehemiah tound the female siaves 
less addicted in dress to tawdriness of color, to 
violations of taste,” than the common people 
at the free North. This, however, he gener- 
ously expiains by saymg that each slave 
woman “has a mistress, a matron, or 
young lady to advise and direct her, and 
to be responsibie in the community for her good 
appearance.” Tue godiy Nehemiah found the 
difference between “ plantation bands and city 
slaves only superticial.”” He admits, however, 
that “life on the cotton plantations is, in gen- 
eral, as severe with the people as agri- 
cultural life at the North.” Sut he adds with 
unction and with pity for freemen: I have 
spent suu.mers on farms, however, where the 
owners and their bands excited my sympathy by. 
toils to which the slaves on many piantations 
are strangers.” 

The veracious Nehemiah found that in Georgia, 
under the slavery régime, it was much safer 
to killa white man than a negro,” which proves 
how terribly the negro has suffered in the act 
of emancipadon, for it is universally admitted 
that under the régime of freedom it is much 
safer in Georgia to kill a negro thana white 
man. 

All this twaddie,and much more, from the 
forgotten littie volume of the Rev. Adams, the 
Rev. Boggs prints over bis own signature in the 
International Review, and closes his paper with 
diametrically opposed deoclarations—namely: 
(1) The declaration of the absolute justice of the 
cause of the Confederacy, and (2) the declaration 
that we bave taken our places in the Union 
with an honest purpose to do our whole duty.” 

It would seem that the International Review 
might have made better use of its space than 
to devote it to a comparison between slavery 
and freedom witb an evident attempt to show 
the advantages ot slavery.

own as the Oklahoma colony scheme. 
And that scheme is the settlement of the 
lands belonging to the Government of the 
United States, a vast body of fine arable land 
in the Indian Territory, on the north fork of 
the Canadian River. The project of plant- 
ing a white colony in the very heart of the 
Indian Nation was at tirst regarded with in- 
difference and afterwards with absolute 
ridicule; but to those who personally knew 
Capt. Payne. and know him as heis, this 
project is not the dream of a fanatic. To 
thew Payne is fostering no wild, filibustering 
scheme, nor lawlesly defying the Government 
of the United States. Capt. Payne is a man 
of ability and legislative experience. At one 
time he represented this county in the Legis- 
lature. 

HE 18S A MAN OF EDUCATION 
and business capacity, and has an aequaint- 
unco bounded only by State lines. Ile is 
thoroughly conversant with Indian customs, 
manners, and warfare, skilled in wooderaft, 
and the peer of any marksman on the border 
with the rifle. IIIs courage never was ques- 
tioned. Ile isa glant iu stature and a mar- 
vel in strength. Such, then, is a pen-picture 
of Capt. Dave Payne— Oklahoma Payne 
as he is now called—who for years has hursed 
his pet project of opening these lands for set- 
tlement, and given to the enterprise all of his 
time, attention, and skill. During the War 
the Choctaws, Creeks, Seminoles, and Chica- 
saw Indian tribes went into the Rebellion to 
destroy the Union. In the monthsof April 
and July, 1866, the Government of the United 
States treated, with these Indian tribes. In 
the treaties then made the Government inti- 
mated that it desired lands for the freedmen 
and the wild tribes on the plains. Thereupon 
THK GOVERNMENT PURCHASED 

for that purpose what are now known as the 
Oklahoma lands in the Indlau Territory, and 
paid therefor from 15 to 6 cents per acre, 
and thereby extinguished the Indian title. 
There are now no freedmen, all being alike 
citizens of the United States. Since the 
treaties by the Government and said tribes 
the Congress of the United States, acting 
upon the protest of the States of Arkansas, 
Missouri, Kansas, and Texas, in connection 
with the civilized and half civilized tribes re- 
siding in the Indian Territory, has constantly 
legislated against the introduction and set- 
tlement of said wild Indians on the Okla- 
homa lands. 

These lands are not within any reservation 
by proclamation, law, or treaty, and are there- 
fore Government lands, subject to preémp- 
tion and homestead under the act of Congress 
of September, 1541, and the Homestead laws 
of 1862. : 

In the month of March, 1879, the Oklahoma 
Colony and Oklahoma Town Company were 
formed in this eity, with Capt. Payne as 
President of both companies. 

IN JUNE, 1830, 
Payne, with several companions, attempted 
a settlement on the Oklahoma lands, having, 
in the meantime, surveyed and laid out the 
City of Oklahoma, but was prevented by 
United States troops, and Payne with his 
five companions were taken prisoners to 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, and there confined 
by the United States authorities for the 
period of thirty days, and afterwards, with- 
out any trial or punishment, all released. 
In the fall of the same year Capt. Payne 
made a second effort to settle on the ceded 
lands; but was again ejected by the Federal 
troops, and confined at Fort Smith for 
twenty-six days. At this time Payne was 
indicted by the United States District Court 
of the Western District of Arkansas. The 
indietment was found under Sec, 2,148 of 
the general laws of the United States, which 
is as follows: It any person who has been 
removed from the Indian country shall 
thereafter at any time return or be fund 
within the Indian country, he shall be liable 
to a penalty of $1,000.” Upon present- 
ment of this indictment Payne by his coun- 
sel demurred 
lands were Government lauds, and no part 
of the indian country. - ‘The Court, however, 
overruled the demurer, but Payne never was 
brought to trial, nor was anything further 
done in the matter. During all this time 
PAYNE WAS AT LARGE 


and actively engaged in_ his colony scheme. 
In the late fall of 1880 Payne, with several 
hundred families composing his colony, as- 
senibled near Caldwell, upon the southern 
border of Kansas, and attempted to cross the 
intervening fifty-inile strip of Indian country 
in the Indian Territory between Kansas and 
the ceded lands, but was restrained by Fed- 
eral troops. After a delay of several weeks 
the colonists dispersed to their homes, and 
Payne returned to Wichita. But in the face 
of all these obstacles Payne persevered, and 
left this city about Nov. 1, and, contrary to 
all expectations, has now planted his colony 
on the town-site of Oklahoma City, meeting 
no opposition from any source. Without 
doubt the law of the land is with Capt. Payne 
at least so say eminent lawyers of St. Louis 
and New York City who have been consult- 
ed and have carefully examined this question 
in ali of its bearings. 
OKLAHOMA 
is an Indian name, and mears beautiful land.

Millions 
of acres of the fine agricultural, grazing, and 
mineral lands in the Oklahoma ceded lands 
will soon be brought into market. The St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway Company, 
one of the most vigerous and pushing cor- 
porations of the West, are extending their 
road from Vanita, I. T., to Albuquerque, N. 
M., crossing the Indian Territory from east 
to west, and passing, through the ceded lands 
ot Oklaboma. It is, therefore, only a ques- 
tion of time when Oklaho3 will be opened 
to settlement, and it Mres no prophetic 
eye to see Territory of Oklahoma take 
her place in the sisterhood of States and Ter- 
tories of the Union.

CHRISTIAN WORKERS. 


The Last of the Evangelistic Commit- 
tee’s Trie Weekly Meetings. 

The series of tri-fieekly meetings for instruc- 
tion in Bible kuowledge and Gospel work ter- 
minated yesterday with a conference on How 
Shall the Chureh work for the masses—how 
build up the converts from the masses?’ The 
meetings bavo all been very profitabie, and the 
interest has continued from the first. They 
were instituted by the Evangelistic Committee 
to meet a 4 need of culture and de veiop- 
ment iu this Une. The last meeting was well 
attended, and the topic was opened by Bishop 
Fullows with a remark upon the great 
disproportion of the attendants as compared 
with the attendance at the churches. 
This suggested the necessity of what he dvemed 
the way to Work for the masses—nainely: to go 
to and among them with the Gospei message. 
The speaker believed that the Church sbouid 
not Only scek the masses, but seek then in the 
most efiicient manner for a wide iniluence, 
which was in organized effurts. Some cricd out 
against any new organization, for fear of an ag- 
gression which would threaten the substituaon 
of that for the time-honored and Heaven- 
favored Cure. For this reason the 
Young Men's Cbristian Associations wet 
with opposition, though it had been the parent 
of other efiicient organizations to assist the 
Church in a special line. The Bishop commend- 
ed any orgunmatlon which had for its supreme 
object the conversion of souls to God. The 
churches had enough latent talent for a very 
aggressive work, but there seemed no channel 
or line in Which it could be utilized. Men were 
trained into the care of cach church as they 
were for their families. but they knew very little 
about gathering in the people whe had no 
church homes. For this uced he hailed with joy 
the efforts of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation for reaching their special class, and 
the Evangelistic Committee for  reach- 
ing every class with the  weli-recog- 
nized power of undenominational assuciation. 
He aleo the nécessity of bullding up 
the converts in the missions where their con- 
versions occurred, in those cases where they 
had been unfamiliar with the refinements of 
church society, because they would feel a sort 
of reétraint that might seem to them as coldness 
and want of sympathy among poople unused to 
a life such as the new-born soul may have been 
accustomed to. These young Uhristiaus needed 
careful instruction and development, such as 
could be afforded in the meetings of the various 
missions, that they might the sooner come to 
feel at ease in the services of the churches, 
wheu they should be gathered in by loving 
pastors and fellow- workers. The Bishop thought 
that they migut be 

BANDED TOGETHER IN THE MISSIONS 
with a simple organization, without the use of the 
distinct ordinauces which characterize a church, 
and this as a training-school, to prepare them 
tor activity in the cburches, with which they 
should be encouraged to unite. 

The Rev. Arthur Little, D. D., emphatically 
indorsed everything the Bishop had said. e 
felt the deep sense of the lack of converting 
power in bisown church. It had an acknow!l- 
edged moral power in the region where located, 
but its converting power was deplorably de- 
ficient. He knew the Lord loved the Church 
whieh be bought, but He did not love any one 
form of organization more than the simple 
body itself, tae spedial work and supreme ob- 
ject of which was to convert souls to God. If 
the Cuurch became so wedded Ww a 
form as j rd this object the 
Lord would set it aside, and begin to 
mold another vessel in which the power of 
Christ would be manifested in aggressive labor 
to convert men. The Doctor said he felt that be 
stood rebuked in the presence of such bonored 
servants of Christ as Ben Hogan, Who received 
almost po education except to rulu men. and 
now. in his uniettered manhood, was used of 
God to save 60 many. But he bailed the work 
of the Church in these undenominationa! lines, 
with this one intent: that men and women 
should be brought to Christ for salvation and 
eternal life.

THE PRESS. 


Its Grewing Power—Census Statistics, 

The gathering of newspaper statistics for the 
census of 1880 was intrusted by the Census Office 
to Mr. 8. N. D. North, and this partof the work 
is now practically completed. He finds that 
journalistic enterprise has been greatiy pro- 
moted by improvements in press machinery, 
stercotyping, and papermaking. The following 
table exhibits the increase of newspapers in the 
United States during four decades ending with 
1880:

GARRISON’S GRIT. 


AlLittie ** Sand” and a Haudy Revol- 
ver Saved Him a Lyaching—His Ex- 
Planation of the Trouble with the 
Grangers and His Account of the Fire 
in the Cheese Factory. 
Young Garrison, the Winfield cheesemaker, 

whose arrest for alleged incendiarism and whose 

narrow escape from a lynching at the hands of 
his angry creditors were referred to in a dis- 
patch in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, was brought be- 
fore the Justice of the Peace at Wheaton yester- 
day, and obtained a continuance until tomor- 
row. Young Garrison’s explanation is that 
it had been customary to collect money for his 
patrons and bold it over from time to time, and 
no trouble bad ever come of it until now. The 
reason be had not paid dividends tothe Winfield 
farmers was that some of his October collections 

were behind, and he desired to make as large a 
ayment as possibie. The claims ranged from 
20 to $300, and aggregated several thousand 

dollars. He had promised nis patrons to pay 
them on Thursday last, and had on hand for 
that purpose $7,000 in greenbacks. Not desir- 
ing to keep this large sum in one place, where 
burgiars could get it in case they should raid tne 
establishment, he divided it into three parcels, 
and hid it in a room on the second floor of the 
factory on Wednesday nicht. He then, in com- 
pany with Mr. Frank Burroughs, the young man 
who was working in the factory, retired. They 
slept in an adjoining room, on the second fluor, 
in which were their clothes and the books of the 
concern. About midnight Burroughs was 
aroused by a peculiar noise, and going to a win- 
dow he discovered that

and the factory itself was being rapidly con- 
sumed. He roused Garrison, and they immedi- 
ately endeavored to get into the adjoining room 
and secure the money they bad placed there 
earlier in the evening, but it was too late. The 
room was tiled with lame and smoke. and the 
floor and root soon feilin. They seized a trunk 


of Garrison's and got it out of the building, but 
failed to secure anythingeise. The next day 
young Garrison was arrested for arson at the ia- 
stance of some of his trons, but before he 

taken to beaton. the farmers

A large number 
of these people bad collected, and as their losses 
nccurred to them they became enruged beyond 
control. Some one suggested that they hang 
him, and a rope was speediiy procured, and the 
crowd started for the stetion where young Gar- 
rison was.

doubtiess his presence had much to do toward 
pacifying the enraged farmers.
